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PURPOSE 

The  report  Differences  in  the  Health  Status  Among  Ethnic  Groups, 
Arizona,  1997  is  the  update*  of  population-level  data  about  differences  in  the 
relative  health  of  five  ethnic  groups  residing  in  Arizona:  non-Hispanic  whites, 
Hispanics,  Blacks  (or  African-Americans),  American  Indians  and  Asians  (Asian 
or  Pacific  Islanders). 

The  report  compares  the  relative  standing  of  ethnic  groups  on  67  indicators,  or 
measures  of  health  status.  The  indicators  are  presented  in  a  series  of  simple, 
self-explanatory  bar  charts  and  organized  around  9  major  subject  areas: 
(1)  Teen  Pregnancies,  (2)  Maternal  Lifestyle  and  Health  Characteristics,  (3) 
Utilization  of  Prenatal  Care  Services,  (4)  Newborn's  Health,  (5)  Mortality  from 
Chronic  Diseases,  (6)  Mortality  from  Injuries,  (7)  Age-Specific  Mortality,  (8) 
Patterns  of  Premature  Mortality,  and  (9)  The  Incidence  of  Reportable  Diseases. 

The  report  also  provides  scores  and  rankings  of  ethnic  groups  on  each  of  the 
67  health  status  measures.  The  comparisons  of  rates  and  ratios,  as  well  as 
scores  and  rankings  are  intended  to  give  some  sense  of  the  inequalities  in  the 
health  status  among  ethnic  groups  in  our  State  and  to  stimulate  viable 
initiatives  to  improve  the  health  of  all  Arizonans. 

DEMOGRAPHIC  PROFILE  OF  ARIZONA'S 
ETHNIC  DIVERSITY 

In  1997,  the  non-Hispanic  white  group  in  Arizona  made  up  68  percent  of  the 
total  population  statewide,  while  racial  and  ethnic  minority  groups  accounted 
for  32  percent. 

The  non-Hispanic  white  population  increased  by  52  percent  from  1980  to  1997, 
while  Arizona's  minority  population  more  than  doubled  from  697,000  in  1980 
to  1,447,000  in  1997  (See  p.  105:  Data  Sources  and  Definitions,  Population 
by  Ethnic  Group,  Arizona  Residents,  1980,  1990  and  1997).  The  fastest  growing 
ethnic  minority  groups  in  Arizona  between  1980  and  1997  were  Asian  (an 
increase  of  264  percent),  followed  by  Black  (114  percent),  Hispanic  (113 
percent)  and  American  Indian  (63  percent). 

Compared  with  the  non-Hispanic  white  majority,  the  ethnic  minority  groups 
have  had  greater  percentages  of  people  younger  than  25  years  (50.7  vs.  31.3 
percent).  In  contrast,  people  aged  65  years  and  older  accounted  for  16.8 
percent  of  non-Hispanic  whites,  but  only  5.4  percent  of  all  ethnic  minority 
groups  combined.

METHODS 

The  67  indicators  presented  in  this  report  are  individual  measures  of  the  various 
dimensions  or  facets  of  health  status.  By  calculating  overall  scores  and  rankings 
it  is  possible  to  provide  a  summary  measure  representing  a  relative  standing 
of  each  ethnic  group  on  a  broad  range  of  health  status  issues. 

Scores  indicate  the  percentage  an  ethnic  group  is  above  or  below  the  statewide 
average.  Each  score  is  calculated  as  follows:

Scores  may  have  positive  (+)  or  negative  (-)  values.  The  above  formula 
produces  a  score  of  0.0  for  a  group  with  the  same  value  as  the  statewide 
average.  A  negative  score  indicates  better  than  average  standing  on  an 
indicator. 

The  age-adjusted  mortality  rates  presented  in  section  5  and  section  6  of  this 
report  were  computed  by  the  direct  method,  i.e.  by  applying  the  age-specific 
death  rates  to  the  standard  population  distributed  by  age.  The  total  U.S. 
population  as  enumerated  in  1940  was  selected  as  the  standard. 

KEY  FINDINGS 

Arizona's  Asian  residents  ranked  best  among  ethnic  groups  in  the  overall 
health  status,  followed  by  non-Hispanic  whites,  Hispanics,  American  Indians  and 
Blacks. 


BLACKS 

Average  score:  +71.9*  Average  rank:  4.1** 

Arizona  Black  residents  had  the  lowest  rank  of  overall  health  status  because 
they  ranked  5th  or  4th  among  the  five  ethnic  groups  on  52  of  67  measures. 
High  infant  mortality  rate,  high  ratios  of  low-birthweight  and  very  low- 
birthweight  births,  high  incidence  of  many  reportable  diseases,  high  mortality 
rates  for  almost  all  of  the  leading  causes  of  death  and  high  rate  of  premature 
death  all  lowered  the  ranking  for  this  population  group.

AMERICAN  INDIANS 

Average  score:  +54.7  Average  rank:  3.7 

American  Indians  in  Arizona  had  the  second  lowest  rank  of  overall  health 
status.  They  ranked  poorly  on  measures  of  maternal  lifestyle  and  health  as  well 
as  in  utilization  of  prenatal  care.  High  infant  mortality,  diabetes,  motor  vehicle 
accidents  and  mortality  from  unintentional  injuries  contributed  to  the  premature 
death  rate.  This  resulted  in  American  Indians  having  the  second  lowest  ranking 
in  the  relative  healthiness  among  racial  and  ethnic  groups  in  Arizona. 

HISPANICS 

Average  score:  +4.8  Average  rank:  3.0 

Hispanics  achieved  a  3rd  place  health  ranking,  with  a  score  only  slightly  higher 
than  that  of  non-Hispanic  whites.  Hispanics  ranked  in  the  middle  of  five  groups 
on  25  of  67  measures  of  health.  They  ranked  worse  than  average  in  poor 
utilization  of  early  prenatal  care,  high  teen  pregnancy  rates,  and  high 
premature  mortality.  They  ranked  better  than  average  with  low  suicide 
mortality  rate,  low  mortality  from  unintentional  injuries,  low  alcohol  and  tobacco 
use  among  women  giving  birth,  and  in  total  mortality. 

NON-HISPANIC  WHITES 

Average  score:  -7.4  Average  rank:  2.1 

Non-Hispanic  whites  ranked  second  best  in  the  relative  healthiness  among 
ethnic  groups  in  Arizona.  They  ranked  No.l  or  No. 2  on  36  of  67  measures  of 
health,  including  low  teen  pregnancy  rates,  high  utilization  of  prenatal  care  and 
low  premature  mortality.  However,  in  the  use  of  tobacco  among  women  giving 
birth  and  in  mortality  rates  for  chronic  obstructive  pulmonary  disease  and 
coronary  heart  disease,  non-Hispanic  whites  ranked  worst  among  ethnic 
groups. 

ASIANS 

Average  score:  -42.8  Average  rank:  1.5 

Many  factors  contributed  to  Asians'  No.l  relative  health  ranking.  They  ranked 
best  among  ethnic  groups  on  measures  of  maternal  lifestyle  and  health,  cause- 
and-age-  specific  mortality,  and  in  low  incidence  of  reportable  diseases.  Asians 
ranked  second  best  in  utilization  of  prenatal  care  services  and  second  with  a  low 
rate  of  premature  death.

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Data  Sources  and 
Definitions 
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SOURCES  OF  DATA 

Information  on  births  and  deaths  is  compiled  from  the  original  documents  (i.e.,  certificates 
of  live  births  and  certificates  of  death)  filed  with  the  Arizona  Department  of  Health  Services. 
Information  on  induced  terminations  of  pregnancy  (abortions)  performed  on  Arizona  women 
is  compiled  from  reports  sent  to  the  Arizona  Department  of  Health  Services  by  facilities 
within  but  not  outside  the  state. 

Pregnancies  are  the  sum  of  live  births,  spontaneous  terminations  of  pregnancy  (fetal  deaths 
or  still  births)  and  induced  terminations  of  pregnancy  (abortions). 

Data  on  morbidity,  levels  of  disease  and  disability  in  the  population,  are  obtained  for  certain 
infectious  diseases  that  must  be  reported  by  law.  The  ADHS  Epidemiology  and  Disease 
Control  Services  conducts  surveillance  and  monitoring  of  these  reportable  diseases  and 
provided  data  for  section  9  in  this  report. 

Population  denominators  by  ethnic  group,  used  to  calculate  rates  for  1997  are  from  the  U.S. 
Bureau  of  the  Census  {Detailed  State  Projection  Data  Files:  1995  to  2025),  available  on  the 
Web  at  http://www.census.gov/population/www/proiections/stproi.html. 

Almost  all  figures  are  based  on  rates  and  ratios  published  in  the  1997  Arizona  Health 
Status  and  Vital  Statistics  annual  report. 

DEFINITIONS 

Terms  Related  to  Reproductive  Health 

Abortion  Rate  -  Number  of  reported  abortions  to  females  of  all  ages  during  a  calendar  year 
per  1,000  females  of  childbearing  age  (15-44  years). 

Abortion  Ratio  -  Number  of  abortions  reported  during  a  period  per  1,000  live  births 
occurring  during  the  same  period. 

Birth  or  Live  Birth  -  The  complete  expulsion  or  extraction  from  its  mother  of  a  product  of 
human  conception,  irrespective  of  the  duration  of  pregnancy  which,  after  such  expulsion  or 
extraction,  breaths  or  shows  any  other  evidence  of  life  such  as  beating  of  the  heart, 
pulsation  of  the  umbilical  cord,  or  definite  movement  of  voluntary  muscles,  whether  or  not 
the  umbilical  cord  has  been  cut  or  the  placenta  is  attached. 

Birth  weight  -  The  weight  of  a  neonate  determined  immediately  after  delivery  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  possible. 

Infant  death  -  Any  death  at  any  time  from  birth  up  to,  but  not  including,  the  first  year  of  age 
(364  days,  23  hours,  59  minutes  from  the  moment  of  birth). 

Low-birthweight  -  Prior  to  1990:  any  neonate  whose  weight  at  birth  is  2,500  grams  or 
less.  Beginning  in  1990:  any  neonate  weighing  less  than  2,500  grams  at  birth  (less  than  5 
pounds  8  ounces). 

Neonatal  death  -  Death  of  a  uveborn  neonate  before  the  neonate  becomes  28  days  old  (up  to 
and  including  27  days,  23  hours,  59  minutes  from  the  moment  of  birth). 

Postneonatal  death  -  Any  death  OF  A  UVEBORN  infant  at  least  28  DAYS  of  age  but  under  one 

YEAR  OF  AGE. 
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Very  Low- Birth  weight  -  Any  neonate  whose  weight  at  birth  is  1,500  grams  or  less  (less 
than  3  pounds  5  ounces). 

Terms  Related  to  Mortality 

Age-adjusted  mortality  rates  -  Because  mortality  from  most  causes  of  death  occurs 
predominately  among  the  elderly,  a  population  group  with  a  larger  proportion  of  older 
persons  would  have  a  higher  mortality  rate.  the  "age-adjustment"  removes  the  effect  of  the 
age  differences  among  sub-populations  by  placing  them  all  in  a  population  with  a  standard  age 
distribution. 

Age-specific  mortality  -  Number  of  deaths  in  a  specific  age  group  during  a  calendar  year. 

Cause  of  death  -  For  the  purpose  of  national  mortality  statistics,  every  death  is  attributed 
TO  one  underlying  condition,  based  on  information  reported  on  the  death  certificate  and 
utilizing  the  international  rules  for  selecting  the  underlying  cause  of  death  from  the 
reported  conditions. 

Cause-specific  mortality  -  Number  of  deaths  from  a  specified  cause  during  a  calendar  year. 

Classification  of  cause  of  death  -  The  cause  of  death  used  in  this  report  is  the  underlying 
cause  classified  according  to  the  international  classification  of  diseases,  injuries  and 
Causes  of  Death.  Listed  below  are  categories  and  International  Classification  of  Diseases 
(icd)  codes  for  selected  causes  of  mortality  presented  in  this  report.

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Medical  Terms  Used  on  the  Birth  Certificate 

Medical  risk  factors  for  this  pregnancy 

Anemia  -  Hemoglobin  level  of  less  than  10.0  g/dL  during  pregnancy,  or  hematocrit  or  less 
than  30  percent  during  pregnancy. 

Cardiac  disease  -  Disease  of  the  heart. 

Acute  or  chronic  lung  disease  -  Disease  of  the  lungs  during  pregnancy. 

Diabetes  -  Metabolic  disorder  characterized  by  excessive  discharge  of  urine  and  persistent 
thirst;  includes  juvenile  onset,  adult  onset,  and  gestational  diabetes  during  pregnancy. 

Genital  herpes  -  Infection  of  the  skin  of  the  genital  area  by  herpes  simplex  virus. 

Hydramnios/Oligohydramnios  -  Any  noticeable  excess  (hydramnios)  or  lack 
(oligohydramnios)  of  amniotic  fluid. 

Hemoglobinopathy  -  A  blood  disorder  caused  by  alteration  in  the  genetically  determined 
molecular  structure  of  hemoglobin  (for  example,  sickle  cell  anemia). 

Hypertension,  chronic  -  Blood  pressure  persistently  greater  than  140/90,  diagnosed  prior 
TO  onset  of  pregnancy  or  before  the  20th  week  of  gestation. 

Hypertension,  pregnancy-associated  -  An  increase  in  blood  pressure  of  at  least  30  mm  hg 
systolic  or  15  mm  hg  diastolic  on  two  measurements  taken  6  hours  apart  after  the  20th  week 
of  gestation. 

Eclampsia  -  The  occurrence  of  convulsions  and/or  coma  unrelated  to  other  cerebral 
conditions  in  women  with  signs  and  symptoms  of  preeclampsia. 

Incompetent  cervix  -  Characterized  by  painless  dilation  of  the  cervix  in  the  second  trimester 
or  early  in  the  third  trimester  of  pregnancy,  with  premature  expulsion  of  membranes  though 
cervix  and  ballooning  of  the  membranes  into  vagina,  followed  by  rupture  of  the  membrane  and 
subsequent  expulsion  of  the  fetus. 

Previous  infant  4,000+  grams  -  The  birthweight  of  a  previous  live-born  child  was  over 

4,000  GRAMS  (8LBS.140Z.). 

Previous  preterm  or  small-for-gestational-age-infant  -Previous  birth  of  an  infant  prior 
to  term  (before  37  completed  weeks  of  gestation)  or  of  an  infant  weighing  less  than  the  10th 
percentile  for  gestational  age  using  a  standard  weight  for  age  chart. 
Renal  disease  -  Kidney  disease. 

Rh  Sensitization  -  The  process  or  state  of  becoming  sensitized  to  the  Rh  factor  as  when  an 
Rh-negative  woman  is  pregnant  with  an  Rh-positive  FETUS. 

Uterine  bleeding  -  Any  clinically  significant  bleeding  during  the  pregnancy  taking  into 
consideration  the  stage  of  pregnancy;  any  second  or  third  trimester  bleeding  or  third 
trimester  bleeding  of  the  uterus  prior  to  the  onset  of  labor. 
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Complications  of  labor  and/or  delivery 

Febrile  -  A  fever  greater  than  100  degrees  F.  or  38  C.  occurring  during  labor  and/or 
delivery. 

Meconium,  moderate/heavy  -  Meconium  consists  of  undigested  debris  from  swallowed 
amniotic  fluid,  various  products  of  secretion  and  shedding  by  the  gastrointestinal  tract, 
moderate  to  heavy  amounts  of  meconium  in  the  amniotic  fluid  noted  during  labor  and/or 
delivery. 

Meconium  aspiration  syndrome  -  Aspiration  of  meconium  by  the  fetus  or  newborn,  affecting 
the  lower  respiratory  system. 

Assisted  ventilation  (less  than  30  minutes)-  A  mechanical  method  of  assisting 
respiration  for  newborns  with  respiratory  failure. 

Premature  rupture  of  membranes  (more  than  12  hours)-  Rupture  of  membranes  at  any  time 
during  pregnancy  and  more  than  12  hours  before  the  onset  of  labor. 

abruptio  placenta  -  premature  separation  of  normally  implanted  placenta  from  the  uterus. 

Placenta  previa  -  Implantation  of  the  placenta  over  or  near  the  internal  opening  of  the 
cervix. 

Other  excessive  bleeding  -  The  loss  of  significant  amount  of  blood  from  conditions  other 
than  abruptio  placenta  or  placenta  previa. 

Seizures  during  labor  -  Maternal  seizures  occurring  during  labor  from  any  cause  . 

Abnormal  conditions  of  the  newborn 

Anemia-  Hemoglobin  level  of  less  than  13.0  g/dL,  or  a  hematocrit  of  less  than  39  percent. 

Birth  injury  -  Impairment  of  the  infant's  body  function  or  structure  due  to  adverse 
influences  that  occurred  at  birth. 

Fetal  alcohol  syndrome  -  A  syndrome  of  altered  prenatal  growth  and  development 

OCCURRING  IN  INFANTS  BORN  OF  WOMEN  WHO  CONSUMED  EXCESSIVE  AMOUNTS  OF  ALCOHOL  DURING 
PREGNANCY. 

Hyaline  membrane  disease/ RDS  -  A  disorder  primarily  of  prematurity,  manifested  clinically 
by  respiratory  distress  and  pathologically  by  pulmonary  hyaline  membranes  and  incomplete 
expansion  of  the  lungs  at  birth. 

Assisted  ventilation  (30  minutes  or  more)-  Newborn  placed  on  assisted  ventilation  for 
30  minutes  or  longer. 

Seizures  -  A  seizure  of  any  etiology. 
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Our  Web  site  at  www.hs.state.az.us/plan/ohpes.htm  provides  instantaneous  access  to  a  wide 

range  of  statistical  information  about  health  status  and  use  of  health  care  in  Arizona.  The  Arizona 

Health  Status  and  Vital  Statistics  annual  report  examines  trends  in  natality,  mortality  and 

morbidity  towards  established  health  objectives.  Additional  data  can  be  found  in  the  special 

reports  and  studies  focused  on  differences  in  the  health  status  by  ethnic  group,  suicide  mortality, 

unintentional  injury  mortality  among  children  and  adolescents,  firearm-related  fatalities, 
unintentional  drowning  deaths,  drug-related  mortality,  teenage  pregnancy  and  abortion  practices 
in  Arizona.  The  Monthly  Vital  Statistics  Bulletin  has  the  most  up  to  date  information  on  births, 

deaths,  marriages  and  divorces. 
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
